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Sec.  McNamara  Accepts  Job 
As  President  of  World  Bank 


Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S.  McNamara  has  accepted 
the  position  of  President  of  the  World  Bank.  No  date  has 
been  set  for  his  departure  from  the  Pentagon  and  assump- 
tion of  the  new  duties. 

He  has  served  as  Secretary  of  Defense  since  Jan.  21, 
1961. 

Announcement  of  Mr.  McNamara’s  appointment  to  the 
World  Bank  was  made  Nov.  29,  with  President  Johnson 
and  Secretary  McNamara  announcing  events  that  led  up 
to  the  Secretary’s  nomination  to  succeed  Mr.  George 
Woods. 

A statement  by  President  Johnson  said:  “Mr.  Mc- 
Namara said  that  he  was  interested  in  the  World  Bank 
post  as  an  opportunity  for  continued  service.  He  assured 
me  of  his  willingness  to  remain  as  Secretary  of  Defense 
so  long  as  the  President  considered  it  to  be  necessary, 
but  he  believed  the  service  would  benefit  from  the  appoint- 
ment of  a fresh  person.” 

Secretary  McNamara  said  the  President  had  asked  him 
“to  remain  at  least  long  enough  into  next  year  to  com- 
plete the  work  on  the  military  program  and  financial 
budget  for  fiscal  year  1969.” 

Commenting  on  his  tenure  at  the  Pentagon,  Secretary 
McNamara  said:  “I  have  greatly  valued  the  opportunity  to 
serve  my  country  as  Secretary  of  Defense,  and  I am  pro- 
foundly grateful  to  the  President  for  his  unfailing  sup- 
port and  friendship.  I have  worked  with  him  in  complete 
harmony  and  with  the  highest  regard.” 

President  Johnson’s  statement  noted  that  Secretary 
McNamara  “has  been  a great  administrator  of  the  de- 
fense establishment.  He  has  been  a wise,  resourceful, 
and  prudent  originator  and  collaborator  with  respect  to 
policies  and  programs  of  vital  importance  to  this  nation 
and  the  world.” 

The  President  said,  “His  service  as  a member  of  my 
Cabinet  and  as  a wise  counselor  in  matters  of  domestic  as 
well  as  foreign  policy  has  been  unexcelled.  . . . The  nation 
as  well  as  its  President  owe  him  a debt  of  gratitude  and 
the  highest  honors  which  can  be  bestowed.” 

President  Johnson  stated:  “The  course  of  our  partici- 
pation in  the  war  in  Vietnam  is  firmly  set;  major  defense 
policies  are  clearly  defined;  and  it  will  be  possible  for 
Secretary  McNamara’s  successor  to  continue  his  able  and 
effective  administration  of  the  defense  establishment  and 
our  program  without  loss  of  momentum  or  effectiveness.”

CNO  Notes  Heightened  Interest' 

In  Revitalized  Merchant  Fleet 

There  is  “heightened  interest”  this  year  in  meeting  the 
needs  of  a revitalized  merchant  marine  fleet,  according  to 
the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations. 

Adm.  Thomas  H.  Moorer  said  one  bill  proposed  by  Con- 
gress would  increase  domestic  ship  construction  subsidies 
by  $260  to  $300  million  a year  for  a minimum  of  five  years. 

The  Admiral  said  this  would  make  possible  the  construc- 
tion of  35  to  40  ships  each  year. 

These  ships  are  needed,  he  said,  “if  we  are  to  assure 
future  free  use  of  the  seas  for  ourselves  and  our  allies.” 

He  pointed  out  that  the  U.S.  merchant  fleet  has  dimin- 
ished by  800  ships  since  1950  and  now  accounts  for  only 
six  percent  of  the  world’s  merchant  ships. 

In  contrast,  he  said  the  Soviet  Union’s  fleet  has  added 
1,000  ships  since  1950  and  is  growing  at  the  rate  of  100 
ships  a year. 

Added  to  the  Soviet  decision  to  “meet  us  at  sea  with 
an  enormous  merchant  fleet  and  a modern  Navy,”  he  said, 
“is  the  gradual  reduction  of  U.S.  bases  overseas. 

Adm.  Moorer  sees  a further  reduction  of  these  bases, 
and  says  one  possible  solution  is  to  move  more  forces 
to  sea. 

“To  do  that,  we  need  ships,”  he  said.

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Gen.  Westmoreland  Discusses 
Captured  Enemy  Battle  Plan 

Gen.  William  C.  Westmoreland  has  linked  the  November 
fighting  around  Dak  To  with  a captured  enemy  plan  to 
conduct  forthcoming  winter-spring  offensive  operations  in 
South  Vietnam’s  narrow  waist,  predicting  the  battle  of 
Dak  To  is  the  beginning  of  a great  enemy  defeat. 

Winding  up  his  visit  to  the  U.S.  with  a Pentagon  news 
conference  Nov.  22,  the  MACV  commander  said  the  enemy 
document  was  captured  in  early  November  and  envisions 
large  scale  operations  against  allied  combat  units  and 
their  logistical  base. 

The  general  added  that  the  enemy  paper  told  of  plans 
to  make  widespread  troop  shifts  to  the  “waist  land”  and 
warned  units  to  expect  extreme  hardships  in  conducting 
operations  far  from  their  base  and  sanctuary  areas. 

Asked  if  Dak  To  seemed  part  of  this  plan,  he  said  he 
thought  it  was. 

Gen.  Westmoreland  also  told  of  another  enemy  document 
captured  at  Dak  To  that  charged  every  major  unit  with 
destroying  at  least  one  allied  battalion.  One  North  Viet- 
namese commander  of  a large  force,  he  said,  had  orders 
to  fight  to  the  last  man  to  defend  his  territory. 

He  stressed  again  that  we  have  been  highly  successful 
during  the  past  year  in  thwarting  the  enemy’s  basic 
strategy  to  live  off  the  land  and  supply  his  force  with 
weapons  and  ammunition  by  sea. 

Gen.  Westmoreland  pointed  out  this  failure  forced  the 
North  Vietnamese  to  invest  more  manpower  in  combat 
units  and  long  overland  supply  lines. 

He  added  that  the  enemy  does  not  have  one  single 
victory  to  show  for  his  increased  effort. 

SecDef  Orders  Redistribution 
Of  Excess  Materiel  in  Vietnam 

Vietnam  logistical  buildup  has  been  so  successful  that 
Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S.  McNamara  has  issued  in- 
structions for  redistribution  of  excess  materiel  in  the 
Pacific  area. 

In  a Nov.  24  memo,  Mr.  McNamara  designated  the 
Army  as  the  executive  agent  for  the  Defense  Department 
in  the  project  and  asked  Secretary  of  the  Army  Stanley 
R.  Resor  to  have  the  full  implementation  plan  ready  by 
Feb.  1. 

The  Defense  Secretary  also  charged  Commander-in- 
Chief  Pacific,  Adm.  U.  S.  G.  Sharp  Jr.,  with  establishing 
a special  monitoring  and  reporting  agency.  It  will  be 
called  “Pacific  Utilization  and  Redistribution  Agency”  and 
will  be  headed  by  a general  officer. 

The  supply  move  was  being  made,  Mr.  McNamara  said, 
to  avoid  the  accumulation  of  huge  surpluses  such  as  the 
$12  billion  excess  left  in  the  wake  of  the  Korean  War.

Equivalent  to  a major  air  command,  the  new  agency 
will  report  directly  to  the  Office  of  the  Air  Force  Chief 
of  Staff. 

The  new  center,  with  physical  facilities  located  at  Boll- 
ing AFB,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  Suitland  Hall,  Suitland, 
Md.,  will  analyze,  design,  develop,  test,  implement  and 
maintain  all  automated  data  processing  systems  assigned 
to  the  agency;  incorporate  approved  integration  and  inter- 
face requirements  in  assigned  systems  and  maintain  non- 
functional software  and  standards  covering  programming, 
programming  languages  and  documentation  for  standard 
automated  data  systems.

Advances  Mobile  Air  Base'  Concept

MTS  uses  newly  acquired  computers 
installed  at'  its  area  commands  in 
Brooklyn,  N.Y.,  and  Oakland,  Calif. 

It  was  noted  that  the  complete 
MACE  system  will  be  a time-shared, 
on-line  computing  system,  to  which 
military  shippers  and  supply-con- 
trolled agencies  of  the  Armed  Forces 
will  be  tied  by  remote  consoles  sta- 
tioned at  the  respective  installations.

Va. 


Marine  Corps  Announces 
New  School  Program 

A new  Marine  Corps  school  pro- 
gram will  enable  some  Marine  offi- 
cers to  earn  masters  or  Ph.D.  degrees 
while  attending  accredited  colleges 
fulltime. 

The  program  is  open  to  permanent 
regular  officers  and  reserve  officers 
on  extended  duty  in  grades  first  lieu- 
tenant through  lieutenant  colonel. 

Officers  selected  will  receive  regular 
pay  and  allowances,  but  must  pay 
tuition  and  other  fees.  They  must 
complete  the  requirements  for  the  ad- 
vanced degree  within  18  months  and 
agree  to  remain  on  active  duty  for 
three  years  after  completing  the  pro- 
gram. 


Capable  of  holding  10,000  barrels 
(420,000  gallons)  of  fuel,  the  tank  is 
162  feet  long,  49  feet  wide,  weighs 
approximately  2,300  pounds  and  re- 
quires an  average  of  only  200  man- 
hours to  install.  It  is  folded  and  rolled 
on  a pipe  mandrel,  making  a package 
three  feet  in  diameter  and  13  feet 
long,  easy  to  handle,  transport  and 
install. 

When  in  use,  the  tank  is  placed  in  a 
trapezoidal-shaped  pit,  the  sides  pro- 
viding support  for  the  tank.  When 
the  tank  is  filled  it  has  a depth  of 
12  feet. 

The  tank  is  intended  to  replace 
bolted  steel  tanks  for  field  use.  The 
latter  type,  with  10,000-barrel  capac- 
ity, weighs  85,000  pounds  and  requires 
2,000  manhours  to  erect. 
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VA  Reports  Increase 
In  Job  Counselling 

William  J.  Driver,  Administrator  of 
Veterans  Affairs,  has  reported  an  80 
per  cent  increase  in  the  number  of 
hospitalized  servicemen  counseled  in 
October  compared  with  the  monthly 
average  in  the  previous  11  months. 
Applications  for  the  VA’s  vocational 
rehabilitation  program  increased 
nearly  85  per  cent. 

The  VA  was  responding  to  Presi- 
dent Johnson’s  directive  to  speed  and 
smooth  the  transition  from  military 
to  civilian  life.  Driver’s  report  said 
that  recent  armed  forces  directives 
strengthened  the  VA’s  role  in  advis- 
ing hospitalized  servicemen  of  their 
veterans’  benefits.  The  report  also 
emphasized  the  controls  which  the  VA 
has  established  to  insure  that  follow- 
ups are  made  with  the  disabled  serv- 
iceman after  his  separation  and  re- 
turn home. 

New  Army  Assault  Bridge 
Designed  for  Vietnam  Use 

A new  lightweight  assault  bridge 
has  been  designed  for  use  in  Viet- 
nam’s marginal  terrain  of  rice  pad- 
dies and  swamps,  it  was  announced  by 
the  Army  Mobility  Equipment  Re- 
search and  Development  Center,  Ft. 
Belvoir,  Va. 

The  folding-type,  weldable  alumi- 
num alloy  bridge  is  mounted  on  the 
M-113  armored  personnel  carrier. 
Weighing  2,700  pounds,  the  bridge 
can  be  emplaced  where  heavier  bridge 
equipment  would  bog  down.  Span- 
ning ditches  and  drainage  canals,  it 
is  capable  of  supporting  15-ton  loads 
over  spans  up  to  33  feet. 

The  bridge  can  be  hydraulically 
placed  in  less  than  two  minutes  with- 
out exposure  to  personnel.  After  a 
manual  hookup  of  two  hydraulic  con- 
nections, it  can  be  retrieved  by  re- 
versing the  launching  procedure. 
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
